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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the prior 
art fails to disclose the inventive features it is noted that the claims, as currently recited, are vague and overly broad. For example, the 
method step of: "fixing isolated energy prices (IEP4, 1 EPS) in file first area and in the second area in proportion to the intended energy 
production by the producers and the intended energy consumption by the consumers;" does not provide any indication of what method 
steps are actually considered by the term "fixing". Does this term relate to a range of values or an exact number at a given time, or may be 
it relates to a time interval with allotted fluctuations. of value within a range? The term "proportion" is also not clear, as well as relationship 
between the first and the second areas. 

Similarly, the method step of: "adjusting said isolated energy prices (IEP4, IEPS) in said first area and in said second area on the basis of 
a computer simulated transportation of energy over the network connection and on the basis of the available transportation capacity;" 
does not provide clear understanding what is actually claimed here. First, said adjusting step does not relate to the "fixing" step, and it is 
not clear why said energy prices had to be fixed in the first place. Secondly, the language of: "...on the basis of a computer simulated 
transportation of energy ... and on the basis of the available transportation capacity" does not positively claim the "simulation" step per se, 
and reads as useful recommendation what to consider without actually requiring said steps to be conducted and/or said constraints to be 
considered. As per "available transportation capacity;" per se, it is not clear how said availability is determined or defined, including 
contractual obligations or physical limitations of the system. 

Accordingly, applicant's arguments with respect claims 1-27 are not persuasive, and, therefore, the rejections for the claims still stand. 
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
